ONDON.  April  20  (AP).— The  crisis  in  Anglo-Russian 
relations  was  further  complicated  today  by  the  recall  to 
Moscow  of  the  chiefs  of  the  Soviet  trade  delegation  here.

AS  HELPFUL 


Frenzied  Buying  of  Stocks 
and  Wheat  Follows  U.S. 
Gold  Embargo 

By  Canadian  Preis 

Canada's  financial  centres  were 
speeded  up  to  a  tempo  reminiscent 
of  1920  yesterday  in  pace  with  the 
turbulent  markets  of  the  United 
States.  The  departure  of  that  coun- 
try from  the  gold  standard  was  the 
signal  for  a  feverish  outburst  that 
recalled  heavy  trading  volume  of 
four  years  ago  and  sent  stocks  and 
commodities  soaring. 

A  wave  of  profit-taking  failed  to 
wipe  out  the  mounting  gains.  Wheat 
In  Winnipeg  closed  11-4  to  11-3 
cents  higher^  and  stocks  on  the 
Montreal  and  Toronto  exchanges 
generally  finished  the  day  with  gains 
ranging  from  fractions  to  nearly  $10. 

The  Canadian  dollar  rose  2  5-8 
cenUs  in  iprm.s  of  United  States  cur- 
rency, and  the  pound  sterling  wa.s 
pushed  up  B 1-4  cents  in  Canadian 
money. 

*   STANDS  TO  BENEFIT 

General  opinion  among  flnanoier.s 
and  Oovemment  officials  was  to  the 
effect  Canada  stands  to  benefit  from 
the  newest  development  in  world 
menstarjr  eoqdMiaBa.  With  obliga- 
tions eC  approximately  $235X)00,000 
still  to  be  met  in  United  SUtes 
funds  this  year,  the  Dominion  will 
save  millions  as  her  currency  ad- 
vances in  value.  Yesterday's  prem- 
ium rate  of  13  3-8  per  cent,  on 
American  fund.s.  as  compared  with 
around  20  a  few  days  ago,  would 
mean  a  saving  ot  spprogdihstely 

$15,000,000. 

In  addition,  commentators  *  fore- 
saw increased  values  of  wheit  and 
other  commodities  a.s  reacting  fa- 
vwably  and  a  tendency  toward  .sta- 
bilization of  foreign  trade  with  im- 
provement in  the  exchange  situa- 
tion. What  disadvantage  there  are, 
it  was  believed,  would  be  offset  by 
i^dvantages,  so  far  as  Canada  is 
concerned. 

METAI>  CROIP  GAINS 
On  the  Montreal  Stock  Exchange, 
the  base  metal  group  provided  the 
highlights  of  a  session  that  began 
with  aooming  prices  and  tailed  off 
with  gains  clipped  by  profit-taking. 
The  Toronto  Mining  Exchange  kept 
In  line.  Mn.<;t  of  the  list  on  the  To- 
ronto Stock  flxriiaiige  were  higher 
at  the  day's  clour  and  about  a  dosen 
hit  new,  tops  for  the  year.

Japanese  and  Manchukuoans 
Said  to  Have  Formed' 
Provisional  Gov't 


SHANGHAI,  April  21  (APi  Clii- 
nc^c  pre.ss  dl.spafchcs  today  clamied 
Japanese  and  Manchukuoan  ofdclals 
met  at  Peitalho  yesterday  and 
formed  a  "Luantung  Provisional 
Oovemment,"  allegedly  to  preserve 
peace  and  order  between  the  Oreat 
Wall  and  the  river. 

The  section  between  the  (irrat. 
Wall,  the  Lwan  River  .md  the  .'■ea 
coast  is  the  scene  of  the  latest  con- 
flict between  Chinese  tr(X)p.s  and 
the  Japanese  and  Manchukuoan 
allies. 

CHINESE  LEADERS 
The  messages  said  Chinese,  who 
allegedly  participated  in  dlsordcr.s  in 
Tientsin  In  1931  a.s  pro-Japane.se  in- 
stlgatons.  were  the  leaders  In  the 
LuantuHK  Ctovcrnment  , 

Other  Chinese  advices  stated  the 
Japanese  had  taken  over  the  cus- 
tom.s  at  ChinwatiRtao.  coastal  town 
.south  of  Shanhalkwan.  Custom.s 
headquarters  here,  however,  .said 
they  had  not  been  so  advised,  and 
it  was  believed  the  Chinwangtao 
customs  were  functioning  normally. 

The  Chinese  also  claimed  the 
Japanese  had  taken  over  a  section 
of  the  railway  between  Shan- 
halkwan and  ChangU.  using  it  for 
the  transportation  of  troops  and 
ammunition  inside  the  Oreat  Wall.

NEW  YORK,  April  20  (AP).— A  world  economic 
picture  drastically  changed  overnight  by  a 
single  Presidential  decree  and  by  other  cur- 
rency developments  in  Washington  will  face  Prime 
Minister  Ramsay  MacDonald  when  he  lands  on  North 
American  soil  tomorrow,  the  first  to  talk  with  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  in  his  international  conferences. 

Speaker  Henry  Rainey,  of  the  United  States  House 
of  Representatives,  declared  today  President  Roose- 
velt's monetary  moves  were  designed  to  meet  a  "con- 
certed and  planned"  campaign  by  foreign  nations  to 
beat  down  the  United  States  commercially. 

REFUSES  TO  COMMENT 
Aboard  the  Berengaria,  as  the  liner  neared  New 
York,  the  British  Prime  Minister  refused  to  comment, 
but  it  was  reported  the  British  mission  felt  the  con- 
ference situation  had  altered,  making  it  more  impera- 
tive than  ever  all  governments  get  together  to  settle 
on  a  future  standard  of  exchange. 

In  declaring  the  President's  move  was  toward  hi  metallism 
Rainey  said  it  would  place  the  chief  executive  in  a  position 
to  meet  the  nations  that  depend  upon  the  pound  aterline  on 
"their  own  ground." 

"Unless  those  nations  come  with  us  to  some  international 
stabilization  of  money,  they  are  lost,"  he  added. 

PRESENTS  NEW  PROBLEM 

The  whole  situation  has  posed  a  new  problem  for  the 
statesmen  heading  for  Washington.  The  Roosevelt  order 
against  export  of  gold  and  subsequent  developments  are  likely 
to  affect  every  subject  due  for  consideration  at  the  conference, 
trade  agreements  or  trade  wars,  gold  and  silver,  tariffs  and 
debts,  war  and  threats  of  war,  world  politics  and  world 
economics. 

Prime  Minister  MacDonald  is  scheduled  to  go  directly  to 
Washington  upon  debarking  tomorrow  morning.  Former  Pre- 
mier Herriot  of  France  is  almost  on  his  heels,  due  to  arrive 
Sunday.  Premier  R.  B.  Bennett  of  Canada  will  follow  him 
closely.  Before  the  end  of  May,  representatives  of  the  other 
great  nations  will  have  arrived  in  Washington.

The  eopdltkms  in  the  domain  of  high  finance 
today  remind  ne  of  two  statements  made  by  two 
more  or  leie  eminent  men.  when  sir  Montagu 
Norman  was  asked  by  an  Inquisitive  newspaper 
reporter  what  ii.  thought  about  money,  the 
magnate  of  the  Bank  of  Inglaod  SAld  he  knew 
nothing  about  money.  Not  Tcry  long  ago  the 
Prime  Minl.stcr  of  Canada  declared  that  after  a 
personal  review  of  the  economic  situation  of  the 
world,  be  wm  eoovlnced  that  the  circumstances 
of  canidar  «fBf  tlM  M  Q(  aiir  eoaatnr  la  ttie 
world. 

Considering  the  Tagaries  of  the  sterling  pound 
wad  the  United  States  dollar  during  the  past 
few  days,  who  can  say  with  absolute  authority 
that  he  knows  a  great  deal  about  money  or  that 
be  la  QUHe  certain  about  what  money  will  be  up 
to  tMborrow  or  the  day  after?  But  In  the  midst 
of  Ae  tnrmoU  of  currency  ups  and  downs,  the 
faetis  apparent  that  the  Canadian  dollar  la  the 
leaii;  affected  of  all  currencies.  Which  supports 
thefitatement  of  the  Prime  Minister  that  the 
posftion  of  Canada  is  as  sound  as  that  of  any 
country  and  better  than  the  pocitlon  of  most 
oowB^rtes. 

OMSlderlng  the  conditions  in  the  financial 
wor(d,  is  it  possible  that  there  may  be  a  certain 
sympathy  between  that  abstract  dominion  and 
the  very  material  physical  world?  In  most 
parts  of  thle  e<mtlnent,  although  not  in  this  part, 
the  functloae  of  nature  hate  been  in  a  frozen 
state  for  about  six  months,  the  period  of  sus- 
pension varying  according  to  the  locality.  In 
the  business  world,  gold  has  been  in  that  state 
technically  known  as  frosen  for  .some  time. 
Credit  also  has  been  frozen,  and  the  streams 
of  trade  and  commerce  have  dried  up. 

On  thl.s  brilliantly  sunny  morning  there  is  left 
no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  anybody  but  those  of 
the  chronic  grouch  that  Spring  has  arrived. 
Advices  from  the  East  state  that  the  ice  has 
vanished  from  the  rivers  in  that  mysterlou.s  way 
which  leaves  not  a  trace.  Navigation  is  open, 
and  commerce  is  becoming  active  in  all  the  lake 
and  river  ports.  *One  of  these  days  we  shall 
read  an  announcement  that  the  waters  of  the 
mighty  Yukon  River  are  flowing  peacefully  down 
to  the  sea.  Natural  life  Is  renewing:  It.s  youth, 
and  business  life  may  be  entering  upon  a  new 
and  increasingly  vlgorova  life.  When  the  pres> 
ent  ;^inanclal  flurry  has  run  Its  course.

InK  for  tastes,  .so  there  Is  no  sure  manner  of 
accounting  for  opinions.  We  have  met  men — 
one  of  them  In  a  flaming  rago— who  declared 
there  wa.s  no  doubt  on  the  evidence  submitted 
to  a  Russian  court  of  justice  that  the  British 
engteieors  and  tedmlcians  were  gutRy  on  all 
charges  of  the  Indictment  and  that  if  they  suf- 
fered the  consequences  of  their  crimes,  It  ^ould 
senre  them  rlfht.  Hius  people,  no  matter  how 
scanty  their  knowledge  or  how  meagre  their 
means  of  gaining  accurate  Information  on  any 
subject,  will  take  sldee,  aad  there  are  always  a 
few  people  who  will  take  the  .side  of  other 
people  In  preference  to  the  side  of  their  own 
people.

So  it  is  futile  to  attempt  to  convince  a  fanatic 
that  the  accused  mglneers  must  hate  been  fools 
rather  than  educated  and  in* '  lucent  men  if  they 
were  guilty  of  the  charges  laid  against  tliem. 
What  motlTe  could  the  men  haTC  had  In  at- 
tempting to  destroy  the  machinery  they  were 
appointed  to  erect  and  supervise?  Or  what  mo- 
tive could  they  have  had  In  acting  as  qtles  and 
reporting  to  the  British  militaries  authorities  the 
military  strength  or  weakness  of  the  Russian 
nation?  The  Britilh  Ooremment  entertains  no 
sinister  designs  upon  the  Russian  nation  or 
against  the  political  Integrity  of  the  Soviet 
Oovemment.

A  WOMAN  WHO  WOULD 


The  United  States  Secretary  for  Labor  (#ho 

happens  to  be  a  mere  woman)  is  ambitious.  She 
also  aspires  tp  a  dictatorship.  She  is  going  to 
ask  Oongrese  lo  confer  upon  her  office  the  power 
to  set  the  prices  which  shall  be  paid  for  labor 
In  all  the  leading  industries  of  the  country;  also 
to  fbrthe  hours  of  labor  and  the  general  condi- 
tkma^  under  w*ilch  labor  shall  be  employed. 

lb*  dictatorial  ambitk>ns  of  the  Secretary  for 
Labor.  howcTer.  will  not  apply  to  the  key  in- 
dvitl^  of  agriculture  or  to  the  more  or  less  im- 
portant industry  of  newspaper  production. 
Probably  conserration  of  the  liyes  of  members 
of  the  newspaper  fraternity  and  the  protection 
of  that  Industry  Is  mft-ely  of  minor  consequence. 
If  a  Journalist  or  a  printer  or  a  pre.ssman  were 
not  permitted  to  labor  for  more  than  six  hours 
a  day  in  a  three  day  week,  what  would  he  do 
with  all  the  leisure  time  pressed  Into  his  hands? 
Probably  get  bilo  Btoeblef  and  equaader  bU 
money. 

Ures  of  dictators  are  not  always  beds  of  roses. 
We  can  see  trouble  in  store  for  the  dictatorial 
Secretary  for  Labor.  Workmen  in  the  un- 
sheltered Industries  will  flock  like  bees  into  the 
hives  of  the  sheltered  industries.  Who  would 
want  to  work  on  a  newqwper  or  on  a  farm  for 
about  sixteen  hours  out  of  twenty-four  and 
seven  days  In  the  week  if  assured  of  minimum 
hours  of  labor  and  twtniffntfffi  nttes  of  paj  In  a 
sheltered  factory? 

Then  if  the  hours  of  labor  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum,  the  prices  of  the  products  of  labor 
assuredly  will  rise  to  the  maximum.  The 
dictatorial  Secretary  for  Labor  may  be  endowed 
with  power  to  prevent  the  products  of  one  state 
from  competing  with  the  products  of  another 
state,  but  If  prices  arc  high  there  Will  be  cma- 
petition  from  countries  where  there  are  prac- 
tlcaUy  no  limits  to  the  hours  of  work,  and  that 
win  involve  increases  of  the  tariff.  whUe  the 
presidential  dictator  has  declared  that  tariffs 
alrsadi  are  too  high  and  must  come  down. 

In  this  perplexing  world  it  is  hard  to  sel  up 
•  UtgPto  end  keep  it  up.  for  there  are  .so  many 
■laUdU  things  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 
We  mow  women  are  wonderful,  but  they  are  not 
•ndowed  with  miraculous  gifts.
